AN IMPOSSIBILITY 


London Times Correspondent 
_ Believes That Obstacles Are 
Insurmountable.

IS INEVITABLE. 


Envoys Pass Over Difficult Ques- 
tions, Finding All Common 
Ground Possible.

Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 186.— [Special. — 

u was asserted today, or, perhaps, reas- 
serted, that the Russians will postpone dis- 
cussion of critical points to await instruc- 
tions from the czar. It was asserted also 
that M. de Witte was instructed when he 
first cabled the Japanese demands to the 
ezar not to accept four—payment of in- 
demnity, cession of Sakhalin. limitation of 
Russia's naval strength in eastern seas, and 
the surrender of interned ships. 
Therefore Igrepeat, on perfect authority, 
that no instructions have been asked or re- 
céived by the Russian pilenipotentiaries. I 
repeat that these four demands were re- 
jected, but rejected by the Russian plenipo- 
tentiaries themselves, without instructions 
from the czar, and on their own responsi- 
bility. There was no occasion for instruc- 
tions. It is. not expected thet there will be 
any -occasion. 
„We are plenipotentiaries in the full dip- 
lomatic sense. of the word, and plenipo- 
tentiaries we shall remain to the end.” Such 
is, in effect, their view of their position. 
Agree as to Port Arthur and Manchuria. 
The Japanese spokesman admits that the 
two articles agreed on yesterday related to 
Manchuria and Port Arthur. These were 
numbers two and three. Manchuria is to be 
evacuated by both powers and the principle 
of the open door is to be recognized. The 
lege of Port Arthur by China to Russia is to 
bé transferret to Japan. 
The rallway's disposition and perhaps ot 
questions concerning Manchuria appear to 
be dealt with in another article. Russian 
and Japanese authorities, though not the 
highest, differ privately concerning the text 
of this agreement. But the statement I tele- 
graphed last night was made on indisputable 
sanction: All these three articles, relating 
to Coren, Manchuria, and Port Arthur, have 
taken final shape both as to form and sub- 
stance. If ever there is to be a treaty they 
will be incorporated in it as they stand. 
On all these there were at the beginning 
differences between the Japanese and Rus- 
sians. All these differences have been ad- 
justed. Wien the present final form both 
Russians and Japanese seem content. If 
there were no other obstacles the treaty 


be signed today. 


Official “Information” Unsolvable. 

Following is an official communique issued 
by the conference authorities as a sort of 
protocol for the press: 

At the morning sitting of Aug. 15 the con- 
feremce has discussed articles 4 and 8. 
Article 4 was unanimously agreed upon.

Today, 
with scarcely an exception, they have come 
under Russian influence, not wholly, of 
course, but to a certain extent. 

Pro-Japanese in opinion they now are as 
their journals and the nation remains, but 
nine-tenths of the news they have been 
able to send has come from Russian 
sources. Is it strange, then, that the feel- 
ing toward Russia is kindlier than before? 

I am authorized by M. de Witte to say that

Witte Assented; Did Not Approve.
